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To  accomplish  the  work  which  the  Church  and 
the  State  have  a  right  to  expect  of  it  as  an  educational 
institution,  Missouri  Valley  College  needs: 

1.  An  addition  of  $300,000  to  the  Endowment 
Fund. 

2.  A  new  dormitory  for  men,  and  another  dor- 
mitory for  women — a  companion  Hall  to  the  Louisa 
Campbell  Girls'  Dormitory. 

3.  A  Gymnasium. 
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FRANCIS  MARION  COCKRELL. 


The  most  distinguished  honorary  Alumnus  of 
Missouri  Valley  College  died  in  Washington  City  on 
December  13,  1915,  and  was  buried  at  Warrensburg, 
Missouri,  December  17,  the  funeral  sermon  at  Warrens- 
burg being  preached  by  Dr.  Black. 

Senator  Cockrell  was  a  graduate  of  Chapel  Hill 
College,  and  by  an  act  of  the  Synod  of  Missouri  all 
the  Alumni,  records  and  seal  of  Chapel  Hill  College 
became  a  part  of  the  history,  record  and  official  action 
of  Missouri  Valley  College.  It  was  by  that  means  that 
Senator  Cockrell  came  to  be  an  honorary  Alumnus 
of  Missouri  Valley.  He  was  always  very  proud  of 
his  relationship.  The  last  Catalog  of  Missouri  Valley 
College  of  April,  1915,  contains  a  contribution  from 
the  pen  of  Senator  Cockrell. 

He  was  a  man  distinguished  in  character,  in 
breeidth  of  influence,  and  efficiency  in  service.  It 
was  a  great  outpouring  of  citizens,  representing  many 
different  associations  and  communions,  that  attended 
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his  funeral  in  Warrensburg.  It  required  a  long  time 
tor  the  people  who  were  outside  of  the  church  to  pass 
in  and  view  the  remains.  Judge  John  F.  Phillips, 
of  Kansas  City,  also  spoke  at  the  service.  The  service 
was  presided  over  by  Senator  Cockrell's  pastor.  Rev. 
Klbert  Hefner,  of  the  Class  of  '05. 


The  extremes  of  educational  history  met  at  the 
funeral  of  Senator  Cockrell,  the  oldest  alumnus  of 
Missouri  Valley  College  having  his  funeral  services 
conducted  by  one  of  the  younger  generation  of  alumni. 


Sen.  Cockrell's  service  to  Missouri  Valley  College, 
in  the  building  up  of  its  library,  is  especially  to  be 
remembered  as  he  made  valuable  contributions  to 
the  Library  and  took  the  greatest  interest  in  seeing 
that  the  College  was  supplied  with  literature  from 
Washington,  D.  C.  Appropriate  resolutions  were 
passed  by  the  faculty  and  students  and  were  presented 
to  the  family  at  the  time  of  the  funeral. 


TAKE  NOTICE. 

Missouri  Valley  College  has  decided  to  send  Prof. 
Lockridge  as  its  representative  to  the  High  Schools  and 
churches  of  Missouri  in  order  to  give  information  and 
make  acquaintances  for  Missouri  Valley  College.  We 
should  like  to  ask  two  things: 

First:  That  the  Alumni  who  are  in  the  High 
Schools  of  the  State,  when  Prof.  William  Yewell 
Lockridge,  of  the  Class  of  '14  and  who  is  now  a  professor 
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in  Missouri  Valley,  appears  in  your  midst  that  you 
lend  him  the  heartiest  co-operation  possible.  Help 
him  to  get  acquainted  with  representatives  of  the 
Senior  Classes  and  members  of  your  High  School 
faculty;  also  introduce  him  to  any  Presbyterians  of 
the  community  so  as  to  give  him  as  good  opportunity 
as   possible   for   making   friends   for   Missouri  Valley. 

Second:  Suggest  to  the  pastors  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  the  propriety  of  having  Prof.  Lockridge 
speak  at  the  prayer  meeting,  or  at  the  Sunday  morning 
or  evening  service,  and  let  him  have  the  opportunity 
of  giving  a  brief  message  to  the  people  concerning 
Missouri  Valley. 

Prof.  Lockridge  will  not  be  soliciting  money, 
but  will  be  representing  Missouri  Valley  College, 
soliciting  students,  and  aims  to  make  friends  and 
extend  the  interest  of  Missouri  Valley. 

Please  lend  hearty  and  thoughtful  co-operation. 


TO  THE  PASTORS  OF  THE  CHURCHES. 

We  would  ask  that  you  lend  Prof.  Lockridge,  who 
is  an  active  Christian  man  both  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
and  in  the  Odell  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church,  your 
hearty  co-operation.  Give  him  an  opportunity  to 
get  acquainted  with  the  Presbyterian  young  people 
who  are  in  High  School,  regardless  of  the  class  they 
may  be  in,  and  also  if  convenient  give  him  an  opportu- 
nity to  get  acquainted  with  your  church.  He  will  tell 
your  people  something  that  will  be  for  their  profit 
and  will  aim  to  make  suggestions  that  will  be  most 
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useful  to  Presbyterians  while  he  is  in  your  community. 
He  will  not  be  soliciting  funds,  but  will  be  soliciting 
acquaintances  and  friendships  for  Missouri  Valley 
College.  Give  him  a  cordial  welcome  as  Missouri 
Valley  College  is  your  institution  and  belongs  to  your 
Synod.  Help  us  to  make  Missouri  Valley  a  stronger 
influence,  educationally,  especially  for  religious  educa- 
tion. 


The  churches,  colleges  and  schools  of  the  country 
are  becoming  more  and  more  interested  in  religious 
education.  There  is  a  reaction  from  the  period  of 
freedom  and  the  extreme  position  that  was  taken  with 
reference  to  Church  and  State  in  favor  of  a  more  hearty 
co-operation  between  Church  and  State.  The  best 
citizenship  can  not  be  attained  without  character; 
the  best  character  is  formed  under  religious  ideals; 
therefore  the  church  school  which  has  no  restraint 
with  reference  to  Christianity  is  an  important  factor 
in  developing  the  best  type  of  citizenship.  The 
great  Conference  that  is  to  be  held  in  Chicago,  January 
19th,  21st  and  22nd,  will  have  this  matter  for  its  burden. 
The  State  Associations  of  Teachers  is  giving  more  and 
more  attention  to  this  important  matter.  Lend  a 
hand. 


There  were  three  candidates  for  the  Rhodes 
Scholarship  before  the  Rhodes  Commission  at  its 
meeting  in  St.  Louis  January  8th,  one  a  representative 
from   Westminster,    Mr.    Morrow;   another,    a   repre- 
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sentative  from  CYnitral  College,  Mr.  Nash,  and  a 
third,  a  representative  from  William  Jewell,  Mr. 
Newman.  The  Commissioners  did  not  regard  it  as 
an  easy  task  to  select  the  honoree,  but  finally  picked 
on  Mr.  Nash.  The  other  young  men  will  doubtless 
be  up  again  for  consideration  next  year  as  they  are 
both  worthy  young  fellows. 


It  is  singular  that  when  this  Rhodes  Scholarship 
offers  $1,500.00  for  three  years  to  the  one  who  wins 
the  scholarship  that  there  should  be  so  few  applying 
for  it.  Perhaps  it  is  because  the  young  men  fear  that 
the  type  is  too  high  and  extraordinary.  The  type  is 
high,  but  every  young  man  should  aspire  to  belong 
to  the  first  group,  and  our  colleges,  therefore,  should 
have  more  candidates  for  the  Rhodes  Scholarship, 
and  the  Commission  should  have  a  very  much  more 
complicated  task  than  it  now  has  in  selecting  the  man 
who  is  to  represent  the  State  at  Oxford. 


On  Thursday  evening,  November  4th,  1915, 
during  the  sessions  of  the  Missouri  State  Teachers' 
Association  in  Kansas  City,  the  Missouri  Valley 
teachers  who  were  present  lunched  together  at  the 
Savoy  Hotel.  The  arrangements  were  made  thru  the 
initiative  of  Prof.  William  Yewell  Lockridge,  Dean 
Evrard  presided  as  toastmaster.  There  were  forty- 
five  who  sat  down  together,  and  it  is  to  be  taken  as  a 
matter  of  course  that  they  monopolized  a  good  deal  of 
attention  and  got  a  people  to  talking  about  Missouri 
Valley  College  who  did  not  know  anything  about  it 
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before.  It  was  a  significant  fact  that  nearly  every 
teacher  present  was  either  a  superintendent,  High 
School  principal,  College  professor,  or  High  School 
teacher,  the  Missouri  Valley  people  being  specially  in 
demand  for  High  School  positions.  Among  the  super- 
intendents were  L.  J.  Hall,  Marshall,  Missouri;  J.  M. 
Taylor,  of  the  McCune  Home  for  Boys,  Kansas  City. 
Among  the  principals  were  G.  W.  Davis,  Nevada 
High  School;  W.  H.  Martin,  Supervising  Principal, 
Kansas  City  schools;  Dean  I.  N.  Evrard  of  Missouri 
Valley  College;  F.  F.  Hawley,  State  Representative 
of  the  American  Book  Company;  Miss  Thankful 
Blair,  Professor  of  German  in  the  Springfield  State 
Normal;  William  Zeigel,  Professor  of  Mathematics 
in  the  Kirksville  State  Normal;  Walter  Bradley, 
pastor  of  the  college  church  at  Parkville.  Then  a 
long  list  of  High  School  teachers;  A.  J.  Baker,  Katherine 
Ewell,  Erma  Klinger  and  Ruth  Rose  from  the  Marshall 
High  School.  Mildred  Manning  and  Katherine  Sue 
Penick  from  the  Lexington  High  School;  Elizabeth 
Cochran  and  Mazie  Bridges  from  the  Higginsville 
High  School;  Willie  Walker  and  Mittie  HufT  and 
A.  B.  Parks  of  the  Northeast  High  School,  Kansas 
City.  Professors  Seawell,  Dynes  and  Lockridge,  and 
Dr.  Black  from  the  Missouri  Valley  College  faculty. 
Miss  Penelope  Dobyns  of  the  Kansas  City  schools; 
Maude  Ficklin  of  the  Butler  High  School;  Bessie 
Grube  of  the  Nevada  High  School;  Helene  Sliffe, 
primary  teacher,  Marshall.  Solomon  Wronker  from 
the  Marceline  High  School;  Erdice  Grube,  Centralia 
High    School;    Cora    Dickson,    Sedalia    High    School; 
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Agnes  Sutherland,  from  the  ElDorcido  Springs  High 
School;  Burney  Rice,  from  the  Glasgow  High  School. 

Besides  these,  there  were  several  in  attendance 
who  were  not  teachers:  Dr.  George  P.  Baity,  pastor 
of  the  Westport  Presbyterian  Church,  and  Misses 
Helen  and  Ruth  Baity;  also  Mrs.  George  P.  Baity. 
Dr.  Harry  Jones,  physician  in  Kansas  City.  Judge 
Henry  S.  Conrad  of  Kansas  City;  S  Boone  Gregg, 
of  the  Board  of  Trade,  Kansas  City;  Mrs.  J.  M.  Taylor, 
matron  of  the  McCune  Home;  Miss  Florence  Patterson 
of  Marshall. 

There  were  several  of  the  Missouri  Valley  people 
in  the  city  who  were  not  able  to  get  to  the  meeting: 
Dr.  W.-  J.  Hawkins,  Field  Agent  of  Washington  Uni- 
versity; Dr.  Ezra  F.  Baker  and  wife;  James  L.  Roberts 
of  Kansas  City. 


At  the  State  Teachers'  Association  a  very  inter- 
esting discussion  took  place  in  the  Department  of 
Colleges  and  Higher  Education  in  connection  with 
Dr.  W.  S.  Dearmont's  valuable  paper  on  the  control 
of  students  in  dormitories,  on  the  subject  of  ''The 
Manners  of  Students."  One  of  the  strong  points 
made  by  Dr.  Dearmont  was  that  the  care  of  Dormi- 
tories should  include  the  teaching  of  good  manners  to 
those  who  are  the  inmates  of  said  dormitories.  It 
was  said  that  the  matter  of  having  teachers  in  the 
dormitories  was  not  altogether  a  matter  of  discipline, 
but  also  a  matter  of  manners.  In  many  boys'  dormi- 
tories, if  boys  had  learned  manners  at  home  they  soon 
forgot  them  in  the  high  life  and  loose  liberty^of^some 
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dormitories.  One  of  the  opportunities  of  dormitory 
life  is  that  boys  and  girls  may  learn  how  to  live  to- 
gether; how  to  be  courteous  to  one  another,  and  how  to 
respect  the  rights  of  one  another,  how  to  be  gentlemen 
and  ladies. 


It  is  the  intention  of  the  State  Capitol  Com- 
mission Board  to  place  a  number  of  inscriptions  in 
places  thruout  the  Capitol  Building  specially  designed 
with  reference  to  them.  These  will  be  in  the  frieze 
of  the  front  portico,  over  the  door  of  the  front  portico, 
on  the  pavilions  at  the  ends  of  the  north  and  south 
wings,  over  the  entrances  to  the  House  and  Senate, 
on  the  circular  frieze  of  the  main  cornice  rotunda, 
on  the  pylons  in  the  Senate,  the  main  frieze  in  the 
House,  and  the  frieze  in  the  lower  rotunda  and  museum. 
Dr.  Black  has  been  invited  to  co-operate  with  the 
Commission  in  selecting  these  inscriptions.  He  went 
with  Hon.  E.  W.  Stephens  over  the  building,  studying 
the  places  where  these  inscriptions  are  to  be.  Mr. 
Stephens  has  charge  of  this  particular  feature.  The 
State  Capitol  Commission  Board  is  doing  an  excep- 
tionally valuable  service  to  the  State  of  Missouri  in 
the  economical,  artistic  and  sensible  construction  of 
this  great  Capitol  building.  The  state  will  be  under 
profound  obligations  to  these  men  for  faithful,  intelli- 
gent administration  of  this  great  enterprise. 


Rev.  Arthur  Downs,  Miss  Ruth  Rose  and  Miss 
Ruth  Harrison  is  the  Committee  in  charge  of  arranging 
for  the  Alumni  entertainment  during  Commencement 
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Week.     They   contemplate   using  local  talent  for  the 
entertainment  rather  than  the  usual  plan  of  students. 


Dr.  Larned  of  the  Carnegie  Foundation  is  very 
much  interested  in  the  work  Missouri  Valley  College 
is  doing  in  the  preparation  of  teachers,  and  has  asked 
for  data  concerning  this  work,  all  of  which  is  to  the 
credit  of  Missouri  Valley'  College  teachers  who  are  in 
the  High  Schools,  and  elsewhere,  doing  service. 


The  Presbyterian  College  Union  meets  in  Chicago 
January  19th,  and  Dr.  Black  is  to  discuss  one  of  the 
subjects  on  the  program.  On  the  next  three  days 
following  the  College  Union  of  the  United  States,  which 
comprises  practically  all  of  the  educational  schools  of 
the  churches,  will  have  its  meeting  in  Chicago.  This 
promises  to  be  a  very  influential  meeting. 


The  Preparatory  Conference  for  the  World 
Conference  on  Faith  and  Order  took  place  in  Garden 
City,  Long  Island,  January  4th,  5th  and  6th.  It  was 
very  important  meeting.  Dr.  Black  was  one  of  the 
representatives  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
meeting.  There  were  about  eighty  representatives 
from  all  denominations  present.  The  Conference  was 
called  thru  the  initiative  of  the  Episcopal  Church  and 
looks  to  the  unity  of  Christendom.  An  important 
step  was  taken  in  that  direction  at  this  meeting. 


Mr.  Hubert  McDaniel,  '13,  was  home  for  his 
Christmas  Holiday.  He  is  with  the  Butler  Paper 
Company   of  Chicago,  and  is  now  in  charge  of  one  of 
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the  departments,  having  been  promoted  several  times 
within  the  last  year.  Hubert  is  making  good  as  a 
business  man. 


Rev.  Gilmore  Coffman,  Class  '02,  read  a  very 
interesting  paper  at  a  meeting  of  the  ministers  of 
Saline  County  recently.  Rev.  Coffman  is  taking  an 
advanced  stand  in  his  work  with  country  churches  on 
the  point  of  co-operation  among  the  various  denomina- 
tions in  his  community.  He  is  showing  self-sacrifice, 
courage  and  vision  in  his  plans.  The  next  meeting 
of  the  Ministers'  Association  of  Saline  County  will  be 
held  at  Slater.
